Who are the Young Voyageurs? 


Teen-agers from across Canada who take part in 
the federal-provincial travel and exchange program 
for high school students. 


How can | become one of them? 


The official selection criteria are as follows: 

1) Aged 15 - 18 years, in second last year 
of secondary school; 

2) Stated desire to participate in the 
program; 

3) Willingness to spend some time in 
preparation for the program 

4) Limited or no inter-provincial travel 
experience in Canada. 


Would | travel alone? 


No. Young Voyageurs travel in units of 21 (Il girls, 10 
boys) supervised during the whole trip by two es- 
corts, a responsible man and woman who have had 
experience in working with young people. In quite a 
few cases they may be ex-Voyageurs themselves. 


How much is it going to cost? 


If you are picked to take part, your travel expenses 
will be paid by the federal government. Incidentals 
are covered by the province or territory you visit 
through the provision of federal grants. A home and 
your meals are provided in the community in which 
you stay. You need only to take pocket money for 
personal needs and souvenirs. 


How do Young Voyageurs travel? 


By plane, train or bus, or even ship, depending on 
your destination. 


Where will | go? 


Outside your own province to another one of Can- 
ada’s ten provinces or two territories, to give you a 
chance to become personally acquainted with the 
people and geography of another region, and the 
achievements in industry, education, the arts, cul- 
tural activities and social development. 


Are there any main stops en route? 


Of course. Three out of four Young Voyageurs will 
stop in Ottawa, where you will have a chance to visit 
Canada’s national capital region as guests of the 
hosting service of the Department of the Secretary 
of State. There you will enjoy a complete tour of the 
area, the Parliament Buildings and other points of 
interest. 


When will | travel? 


Most units travel during the summer but you might 
be part of a new approach to the Young Voyageurs 
program in which some units will exchange visits 
during the school year. 


How long will | be away? 


Besides the time you spend travelling -- and that 
depends on how far you go and how you travel -- you 
will spend a full week in the community which is 
waiting to welcome you. This is where the ‘‘ex- 
change” takes place. 


How will | know where to go when | get there? 


Leave this problem to your escorts and the local 
reception committee. 


What sort of things will my group do all week? 


Be ready to go along with plans that are made -- 
perhaps to take you on tours of local industries, 
historical sites and natural wonders, to sports and 
social events, or just sharing in family outings. In 
most communities, special events will be planned in 
honor of your group. It may be as much a novelty for 
the host families to entertain a group from your 
province as it is for you to be there. 


Any free time at all? 


You'll find that the program organized for you will 
keep you very busy indeed. Still, some free time is 
built into each schedule, to varying degrees, espe- 
cially in that part of the program coming under the 
responsibility of the host family. 


Why are so many people -- and even the federal and 
provincial governments -- going to all this trouble 
and expense to make the Young Voyageur program 
possible? 


Because of its benefit to you as a young Canadian. 
Since 1964, thousands and thousands of Canadians 
-- participants, parents, educators even politicians -- 
have endorsed the educational value of the 


program. 


What are my chances of becoming a Young 
Voyageur? 


The selection process is the responsibility of the 
provincial co-ordinator of the Young Voyageur 
program who works it out with your school principal. 
You might be one of the 4,100 selected this year. 


ls there anything special | can do to prepare for it? 


If you are chosen, make an effort to learn as much 
as you can about your own community and prov- 
ince, so that you will be able to talk about them 
intelligently with people you visit. And be prepared 
to learn as much as you can wherever you go, 
through asking questions and observing. Remem- 
ber, this is the fun way of learning, a chance to 
make friends all across Canada. You may be one of 
the lucky ones! 


What if | disagree with any part of the program? 


People responsible for the program will welcome 
your suggestions and constructive criticism. Every 
year most Young Voyageurs do write to govern- 
ments with their suggestions and comments on 
their reactions. 


ls a seven-day visit really long enough? 


Experience has shown that it is sufficient to 
broaden your vision and even to establish lasting 
bonds of friendship. You may find yourself three 
years from now still writing to a friend you met this 
summer. Families of Young Voyageurs are known to 
have travelled right across the country a year or two 
later to visit the host families.
